All countries had devéloped & 
spirit of intensive econofhic nationalism, and 
rogressively markets had been closed. to 
Brithin because of the development of secon- 
dary industries in all eountties, Equally 
markets had been closed to Australia because 
of the intensive production of agriculture. 

So far had industrial countries gone in the 
rotection of agricultare joa to-day countries 
Fike France, Germany and Italy had become 
self-contained in respect of mahy Rresualy, 
and had even become fet exporters for com 
moditiés such as wheat, whereas five i 
ago they were importers to the extent of 200 
million bushels a year. The question they 
must ask themaelven wa Pai bs, á ES 
to re-o t arkets by bring! Ou 
an bhais & that intensive stioubliatic 
attitude and a reduction, of the barriers 
against international trade? 

He was afraid the answer must be that 
there was no stich prospect. The Financial 
and Economic Coiiferénce of 1935 wis held 
for the purpose of bringing that shout, and 
it became apparent as soon as that conference 
sat that th re was no hope of achieving 
results. Rather was it clear that an intensi- 
fication of economic na/ionalism was likely 
to take place. 


ECONOMIC NATIONALISM 


That they must all deplore, as it meant 
a progressive lowering of the standard of 
living in the countries practising economic 
nationalism, and it would take years for a 
réaligation. of the folly of the course that 
was hein pursuéd to be brought about. . 

Until nt realisation comes what was the 
British Empire to do? The answer seétiied 
to him to clear, They should have to 
concentrate upon we elping each other 
by providing markets for their respective 
products by the Empire absorwing an itucreas- 
ig quantity of British-manufactured goods, 
and Britain absorbing ay incréasing quantity 
of the Empire’s raw materials and food- 
stuffs. That they would be able to do if 
they followed a consistent and _ well-thought- 
out policy. Such a Policy could be devised 
for a group of nations stich as those which 
constituted the British Empire. The essentials 
for it were a large home market, adequate 
capital, great experience, and vast resources. 
Britain possessed all those things with the 
exception of the resource®, but the Empire 
could coutribute them. 

Continuing, he said that Britain was the 
old industrial country with great éxperietice 
and great knowledge. Her part was to pro- 
vide the more highly-specialised forins of 
manufactured productfon, and, at the same 
time, allow a progressive on angeet in the 
Dominions of the more simple and regular 
types of mgnufactunng prodtictién, Comple- 
mentary trade of this character would be of 
benefit both to Great Britain and to the 
Dominions. 

The other problem which had to be faced 
was that Britain must retain her opportunity 
for the export of her manufactured production 
to markets outside the Empire.. In trying to 
safeguard this position, Britain ha’ recently 
entered into trade treaties with a great num- 
ber of countries. He ventured’ one comment 
on those treaties, and that was that Britain 
had not obtained all that she might have in 
return for what she had given. 


2MPIRE COUNTRIES 

In conclusion, he said that Britain could 
negotiate with all agricultural countries, 
having something of great value to them to 
offer. In exchange for what Britain had to 
offer she must obtain the maximum oppor- 
tunity for her production, thus ensuring 
employment for her people. In doing this, 
however, special consideration should be 
shown to Empire countries as such.

HAT a gift these Frenchmen have 
for writing books about foreign 
countries.

from Burma, or a cargo of tanks from 
Europe. And then there are the sing-song 
girls, and Mademoiselle Precious Jade, 
Miss Heavenly Dream and Miss Supreme 
Good Luck, not to mention such disquisi- 
tions on the Chinese cuisine as only a 
Frenchman could write. 

“A lady, quite recently,” says M.

Work of Art 
The art of titling, [ think, is improvy- 


past when an author could finish his novel, 
write ‘‘ Waverley ” or “ Pendennis’’ at 
the top, and hope to get away with it. A 
few modern authors still contrive to do so 
—Sinclair Lewis, with his ‘‘ Babbitt ” and 
‘‘ Arrowsmith ” and “ Elmer Gantry,’’ is 
‘one of them—but the number of such is 
small, and getting smaller. Nowadays an 
author, if I guess rightly, spends almost 
as much time on the devising of a title as 
he spends on the writing of his book, and 
the result is generally a work of art. I 
must confess to a sneaking fondness for 
these modern titles. Mr. Joseph O'Neill's 
new novel may net necessarily be an im- 
provement on Samuel Butler’s, but how 
much more inspiring is such a title as 
“Land Under England’’ than such a 
title as “ Erewhon,”’ even if the former 
does convey for a fleeting instant the sug- 
gestion of a revolutionary pamphlet by 
one of the wilder and woollier members of 
the Indian Congre&s- And even if Helen 
Simpson's new novel were not so excellent 
a. thing in itself, how many readers of my 
type would it not attract by that admir- 
able title, ‘‘ Saraband for Dead Lovers ’’! 


Articles Lost 
Indeed, one can find ample food for 


thought in a survey of even the last few 
weeks’ issues of “‘ Publications Received ”’ 
on this page. “The Intelligent Man’s 
Guide to Jew-baiting’’—who could ask 
for better? “ Murder in Make-up,”’ “‘ The 
Devil Rides Out,’’ “ Death Cuts a Caper,”’ 
all of these are the real McCoy, although 
it is hardly fair te choose ‘‘bloods’’ as 
an example, since crime offers eidless 
fields for the fabrication of good titles. 
It is all a matter of technique. How 
thoroughly has the art of titling been im- 
proved by the habit of leaving out the 
article, definite or indefinite! ‘‘ Mubendi 
Girl,” for instance, gives points to “ The 
Mubendi Girl,” and ‘‘ Immodest Violet ”’ 
is vastly more satisfactory than ‘‘ The 
Immadest “Violet” or “An. Immodest 
Violet” could be. Just think of the title 
“Soldier's Wife,” and then contemplate 
it with an article im front. 


The Poets’ Shop-»window 


i wonder how far titles really matter. 
More, presumably, in the case of a novel 
than in the case of a book designed for 
less wide circulation. Yet even the poets— 
and it will be a long time, methinks, 
before poetry comes into the best-seller 
class.in this island of ours or its neighbour 
—are bitten with the urge to find alluring 
and snappy heads for their wares. Ezra 
Pound’s '“A Draft of Thirty Cantos”’ 
gets me every time, to use the popular 

hrase, and A.E. picked & winner when 

e called his latest volume ‘‘The House 
of the Titans.’’ Others, however, cling, to 
the austere note. F. R. Higgins’s ‘‘Arable 
Holdings” is admirably suited to the 


as all of them are inspired im one way 
or another by the land; but I remember 
a friend of mine remarking, when it came 
out,.that he would as soon think of calling 
a volume of poetry “ Arable Holdings 
as he would of calling it ‘‘Fee Farm 
Granta.” And, casting an eye.once more 
over the book lists, I see that one poet 
heads his offering with the excellent. title 
of Mieke cx Symphony,’’ though others 
retain the uninspiring, if. classical, 
practice of giving no title at all, except 
‘<Ten Poems” or ‘ Twenty Poems,” or 
even the wnimaginative '“ Poems.” «I am 
not sure that the poets could not take a 
lesson from the novelists. 


Prose and the Politicians 


‘The politicians and economists, of 
course, are at the very bottom of the 
ladder of elegance.

THREE WEEKS’ DELAY

It had been 
arranged for the boats to fly across India 
and to show the big type of craft in some 
places where it had never been seen before.

HE struggle over the Roman Catholic 

schools in Bavaria is becoming 

heated, to judge from several incidents 
reported to-day. 

Cardinal Faulhaber, of Munich, has 
made representations in Berlin and at the 
Vatican. in respect of an alleged breach of 
Article 23 of the Concordat concluded in 
1933 between Herr Hitler’s Government 
and the Holy See. 

The nature of the breach is not yet 
known. 

Article 23 says that “ the maintenance 
of the Catholic Confessional schools and 
the opening of new ones continues to be 
guaranteed.’’ The Confessional schools 
are also guaranteed by the Weimar Con- 
stitution, which is still in force. 

The Cardinal’s Pastoral Letters enjoin- 
ing parents to send their children to the 
Roman Catholic schools are said by trust- 
worthy report to have been confiscated. 


BISHOPS’ FREEDOM 


The Cardinal also lays down that Roman 
Catholic bishops should enjoy freedom cf 
communication in matters appertaining to 
their ecclesiastical office with all members 
of the Church in their dioceses, 

The sudden activity in the campaign 
against the Confessional schools is due to 
the approach of a new school year, at the 
beginning of which parents have to register 
their children at the schools they have 
chosen. The result of the registration, in 
which 65 per cent. of Roman Catholic 
parents chose denominational schools for 
their children, seems. likely to deter the 
National-Socialists from any idea they may 
have had of holding a plebiscite on this 
question.

THE DANGER OF AN

HE text of the German Government's 
reply to the’ Anglo-French air pro-

“Tho German Government know them- 
selves to be at one with His Majesty's 
Government in the United Kingdom and 
the French Government in the sincere 
desire to promote the assuring of peace, 
the maintenance of which is as much in 
the interest of Germany s security as in 
that of the security of the other 
European States. 

‘The German Government welcome 
the spirit of friendly confidence animating 
the pro eg between individual Govern- 
ments, which is given expression in the 
communications of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and the French Government. 


ARMAMENTS DANGER 


‘The German Government w.!] submit 
to an exhaustive examination the entire 
complex which has been laid before them 
of the European questions raised in the 
first part of the London communiqué. 

“é This examination will be carried out 
as much in the spirit of a convinced desire 
for peace, as with care for the security ol 
Germany in her geographically particu. 
larly exposed position in the heart of 
Europe. 

‘The German Government will, in par- 
ticular, examine with what means the 
danger of an armaménts race, which has 
arisen through the failure of the highly- 
armed Powers to carry out disarmament 
provided for by treaty, may in future be 
avoided. 

They are convinced that only the spirit 
as expressed in the Anglo-French com- 
muniqué of free agreement between 
Sovereign States can lead to lasting inter- 
national settlements in the sphere of 
armaments. 


ATTACKS BY AIR 


‘The German Government welcome the 
proposal to increase security against 
sudden air attacks, by a convention to be 
concluded at the earliest possible moment, 
which prescribes the direct intervention 
of the aerial forces of the signatories on 
behalf of the victim of an unprovoked air 
attack. 

‘They are in principle prepared - to 
employ their aerial forces as a deterrent 
against disturbances of the peace. They 
are, therefore, disposed to seek, as soon 
as possible, in free agreement with the 
Governments concerned, ways and means 
whereby such a convention as guarantees 
the greatest possible security to all 
signatories can bs translated into raality. 


QUESTIONS OF PRINCIPLE 


“The German Government are of the 
opinion that negotiations between a larger 
number of parties for which sufficient pre- 
paration has not been made in practice 
naturally give rise to friction, which should 
be avoided in the interests of the conclu- 
sion of such an air convention of a com- 
pletely new nature so far as its effects are 
concerned, 

“Before the German Government take part 
in such negotiations, they consider it desir- 
able to clarify in separate conversations 
with the Governments concerned a number 
of preliminary questions of principle. They 
would, therefore, be glad if—the Franco- 
British consultations having taken place— 
His Majesty’s Government, as that partner 
in the London conversations, which is at 
the same time a guarantor of Locarno, 
were to begin, when ready, to enter into a 
direct exchange of views with the German 
Government also on this subject. 


AN AIR CONVENTION 


“The German Government concur with 
the British and French Governments in 
the opinion that the conclusion of an Air 
Convention would be an important step 
towards the solidarity of the European 
States, and may be calculated to lead the 
other European problems as well towards 
a solution satisfactory to all States.”

“BY NO MEANS A REFUSAL” 


The German reply to the Franco- 
British communiqué is by no means a 
refusal of the suggestions contained in 
that document; but, on the other hand, 
says Reuter’s Diplomatic Correspondent, 
it seems open to question whether it is in 
reality an answer to the plan put forward 
by the French and British statesmen. 

As was anticipated, the major stress in 
the German response is laid on the ques- 
tion of the proposed air convention, and 
the German Government expresses its 
willingness to seek means whereby such a 
convention can be brought about. 

This, however, is the only positive 
acceptance in the German answer. Of the 
question of Germany's ultimate return to 
the League there is no mention, nor are 
the proposals regarding Eastern and 
Central European pacts specifically 
touched upon. 

In view of the known German diffidence 
with regard to pacts of mutual assistance. 
it is natural that they may wish to ask 
further questions on this subject, and this 
is, presumably, one of the points which 
the German Government has in mind 
when it refers to the need for clarification 
of a number of preliminary questions of 
principle. 

The French Press, basing its comments

Another 
feature of the Note is that the German 
Government state their readiness to 
examine the means of preventing an 
armaments race—in other words, to 
resume discussion of the problem of arms 
limitation—though there is no mention of 
the Disarmament Conference or of the 
League of Nations, It is, in fact, generally 
understood that Germany still feels unable 
to contemplate a return to Geneva until 
her claim to equality has been met in 
practice, which implies, at least, approxi- 
mate equality in armaments and complete 
equality in negotiation. 

General Goring said the other day that 
Germany had only left Geneva because 
her equality of rights had been denied 
there. The corollary of his remark should 
be that once she has obtained equality she 
will resume active membership of the 
League, of which she remains a nominal 
member until the autumn of this year. 
Her resumption would be a natural climax 
of the present negotiations.

NEW FREE STATE ORDER

The Free State Executive Council, at a 
meeting yesterday, made an Order under 
the Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, 
1932, imposing a Customs duty at the rate 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem on imported 
articles of the following descriptions :— 

(a) Knives (including knives. with a 

serrated edge), forks and spoons for 
domestic or household use, and com. 
ponent parts. (other than handles’ 
thereof, made wholly or partly of 
iron or steel or an alloy containing 
nickel ; 

Knives and component parts (other 
than handles) thereof made wholly 
or partly of iron or steel for use in 
the slaughter of animals or the 
cutting and preparing of the 
carcases of animals or the parts or 
products of such carcases ; 

(c) Steels and component parts (other 

than handles) thereof a sharpen- 
ing the above-mentioned knives ; 
Folding, penknives and pocket-knives 
and component parts thereof made 
wholly or partly of iron or steel, 

The Customs duty which now comes into 
operation is in substitution for, the duty 
of 15 per cent. ad valorem, already 
applicable to specific types of cutlery in 
so far as that duty applied to knives, 
knife sharpeners, forks, spoons and tongs 
of the kind suitable for table use and 
component parts thereof, 

Arrangements have been made for the 
manufacture of cutlery in the Saorstat.

BYSSINIA has protested to the Italian 
Government against the mobilisation 
of Italian troops. 

Rome officially asserts that Abyssinian 
forces have occupied the village of Silar, 
near Wal-Wal, which, it is claimed, has 
belonged to Italy since 1926. 

These are to-day’s developments in the 
dispute between Italy and Abyssinia. 

The Abyssinian Government's protest 
describes the Italian mobilisation as em- 
barrassing to the negotiations now pro- 
ceeding between the two countries, and 
claims that it is unjustified. 

It has also informed the Italian Govern- 
ment that there has been no concentration 
of Abyssinian troops near Wal-Wal. 

The occupation of the village of Silar 
was carried out on January 29th, the day 
of the Afdub incident, according to the 
Italian official statement. 

The Abyssinian force numbered 150, it 
is added, but there were no Italian troops 
there at the time, and there was no fight- 
ing or loss of life. 

Actually, the Italians had not kept a 
garrison there. 

Reuter understands that Ueneral 
Pariani, Deputy Chief of the Italian Gene- 
ral Staff, left recently for Britrea.

From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 


WESTMINSTER, Friday. 


In the House of Commons this afternoon, 
the Postmaster-General moved the second 
reading of a bill to amend the Post Office 
Acts. Fe said that one of the objects of the 
measure was to permit of the issue of postal 
orders for a larger sum than the present limit 
of one guinea. Last year 222,000,000 postal 
orders were sold. He drew attention to 
another clause designed to protect telephone 
zirls from the use of abusive and obscene 
language. - Certain people, he said, were 
addicted to this practice, and it was proposed 
that the penalties for using improper language 
over the telephone should be increased. 

Major Attlee (Labour) pointed out that 
there were customers, as well as telephone 
girls, who needed protection, and he instanced 
cases where a lady was called upon the tele- 
phone and subjected to obscene language. 

Captain Cazalet (Conservative) congratulated 
the Postmaster-General on having transformed 
the Post Office into a real business concern. 

Mr. H. V. A. M. Raikes (Conservative), re- 
ferring to a clause in the bill to prevent 
annoyance by loiterers in Post Offices, inquired 
whether, supposing the Prime Minister were 
loitering outside the little post office at Lossie- 
mouth, looking at cards in the window, with the 
idea of sending a Valentine to one of his most 
beautiful and fascinating lady friends, he 
would be liable to arrest for loitering, and, if 
so, whether he would be immediately 
released ? 

Sir Ernest Bennett (Assistant Postmaster- 
General) explained that the clause was aimed 
at hawkers and others who used the Post 
Office window sills as counters for the goods 
they had to sell. 

The bill was read a second time. 

On a money resolution, authorising the pay- 
ment of £34,000,000 for the further develop- 
ment, of postal, telegraphic and telephone 
services, the Postmaster-General said that the 
capital expenditure for which the resolution 
provided reflected a reasonably optimistie 
view of the course of development for the 
next few years. New telephone subscribers 
were being added to at the rate of 200.000 a 
year, and it was hoped to have 750,000 new 
subscribers within the next three years. The 
country, however, had not yet sufficiently 
realised the value of the telephone. 

Major Attlee said that the Postmaster- 
General had been such a success at the Post 
Office that he might try to sell the National 
Government. (Laughter.) 

The Prime Minister had on the paper a 
motion empowering the Chairman, in proceed- 
ings in Committee on the Government of 
India.
